MILLIONS REMAIN «UNSEEN. 


It is startling when one considers 
how many stars yet remain to be 
catalogued, which are rendered visi- 
ble by the photographic telescope now 
in use. One of the plates taken at 
Cambridge, with the Bruce  photo- 
graphic telescope, shows about 409,00 
the 


in a 


stars, or, excluding those near 
edges, it shows about 250,000 
region five degrees square, One 
thousand six hundred plates would 
cover the entire sky, and at this rate 
would contain 400,000,000 stara. 

As, however, the stars are much 
less numerous in other parts of the 
sky the actual number within our 
present reach possibly does not ex- 
ceed 100,000,000. How many millions 
are there beyond the present reach 
of our existing telescopes and the 
appliances of photography f 

in 1886 a conference of astronomers 
was held in Paris, which led to the 
attempt to obtain photographs of the, 
entire sky. Seventeen observatories | 
agreed to take part in this work, 
each having a particular portion of | 
the sky assigned to it. Photographio | 
telescopes of the usual form and hav-| 
ing an aperture of 13 inches were, 
prescribed for this work, each photo- 
graph covering a region only two de- 
grees square. So far a small parsing | 
only of these photographs has been

CAKE MAKING. 


To be able to make a cake which 
shall be fe ana smooth in texture, 
shapely in form and pleasant to the 
taste is an art not to be despised, 
There is a knack about it not easily 
acquired, and yet it is generally 
#upposed that anybody can make 
cake. 

There are cakes and cakes. Some 
appear to be all right but are woe 
fully unsatisfactory after manipula- 
tion, so it Ls wise to choose a recipe 
with disorimination and then follow 
Vv with unwavering devotion to the 
desired haven. While there is 
usually but one process or method of 
mixing the ingredients for loaf and 
layer cakes, there ia a difference in 
the baking, for the best batter can 
be spol ‘led in a refractory oven. The 
heat nyust be just right in order that 
the highest success shall crown the 
cook’s efforta. For | cake the 
oven shouki not be quite hot as for 
layer cake; still it should be rather 
brisk at first, gradually lessening, 
keeping at as even a temperature as 
possible. Care should be shown in 
the tins used that they are the right 
shape, well greased, papered in some 
instances. Lard is much better to 
use than butter, does not burn so 
easily. 

White bread and butterand crack- 
ers are very good in their place; there 
are times and seasons for all things, 
and however much we may rise above 
the sweet tooth of our chikihood, 
most of us must confess to an oo- 
easional hankering after the am- 
tirosial loaf. Then the kitchen di- 
vinity should depend upon her ,tried 
and true formulas ami not pin her 
faith to any unknown and unvouched 
for flights of fancy wherein eggs and 
sugar and butter and flour and flav- 
orings wage perpetual warfare. The 
most misleading ingredient in many 
recipes is the butter. Enough is 
enough, and a ttle too much resulta 
in heavy, sog,y cake. Then the 
baking powder if used indiscriminate- 
ly makes the texture coarse and 
honeycombed instead of satiny and 
@mmooth. One tires of such butter 


| cakes all the time and there are many 


(of the simyple cakes that are perfectly 
satisfactory when well made and 
eaten fresh. Stale cake is not good 

and judgment must be exercised that 
too much shall not be on hand at once, 


HOW TO WASH CHAMOIS.

CHOCOLATE DATES. 

Chocolate dates are one of the best 
of the home-made sweets when made 
of firet-clase materials, and in mak- 
| img candy, even more than in other 
oocking, tiie le essential. Take one 
pound of dates, wipe them off with 
® damp cloth, slit them lengthwise 
Jaet enough to extract the kernel 
without bruising the fruit. Then pre 
pare the chocolate. One-quarter of 
le pound will be aufficient, add an 
equal weight of powdered sugar, two 
spoonfuls of boiling water, and mix 
over the fire in a amall earthenware 
or porcelain-lined saucepan until 
| quite smooth, bat do not allow it te 
boil. Just before removing the 
| aetcepan from the fire have ready 
| another panful of boiling water, and 
into this set the amall saucepan just 
| to keep the chocolate fluid watil the 
| dates are filled. Take up with a 
spoon a little of the chocolate mix- 
ture, press open the date and pour 
| in the chocolate; then preat the sides 
|of the date together, allowing the 
chocolate to show jest a brown raige 
in the mixidle of the date; when all 
|are finished place the dates on a 
| plate to hanien. They should not 
be packed until the following day.

PHOSPHORESCENT BACTERIA. 
M. Raphael! Dubsis, in a paper read 
before the Academie dea Selences, de- 
scribes a series of experiments in 
which he obtains a luminous sources 
of considerable intensity by the use 
of certain microbes of photobacteria, 
which have the power of emitting 
light. These are allowed to propa- 
gate in a liquid bouillon of apecial 
composition. When the experiment is 
made with good miarcbe cultures ta 
start with, wand at the 
perature, the|development ie} 
the liquid sodn contains the ml 
in sufficient eres to give 
luminous effet. A glass vessel is used 
to contain the liquid, preferably with 
plain sides, and it is possible im this 
way to light a room strongly enough 
to distinguish the features of a per- 
son placed at several yards distance, 
and newspaper type may be read. The 
light has soarcely any calorifio effect, 
ami the properties of ite chemical 
rays seem to be also feeble, as it re- 
quires several hours’ exposure with an 
instantaneous plate to obtain a good 
image; on the other hand the rays 
seam to possess considerable penetrat- 
ing power, as impressions may be 
made upon the plate even thongh 
asoresns of wood or cardboard are in- 
terposed. A sheet of aluminum is, 
however, not traversed by the rays. 
If well prepared, the phosphores- 
cent solution will keep for a long time 
without deteriorating; the experi- 
menter has kept some samples in a 
basement at a low temperature for 
more than six months. He expecta to 
be able to increase the luminous effect

COAXING MORPHEUS. 
The old tradition that the hours of 


sleep before midnight are hours of 
“beauty sleep” means Only that late 
hours take away beauty. Thousands 
of night workers will testify that 
eight hours of sleep from ten to six 
is worth ten hours taken after re- 
tiring at four o'clock in the morning 
Darkness is the proper time for the 
sleep that does the most good. 

It is not well to sleep in a room in 
which plants are growing: Their 
food is carbonic acid gas. If they can 
live there the room is a bad place for 
you to sleep im. Besides, plants use 
up a good deal of the oxygen, and 
give off effluvia and pollen irritat- 
ing to the buman system. 

The soundest sleep is during the 
firat three or four houra after going 
to bed. This has been ascertained by 
scientific experiment, though most 
people think they sleep soundest just 
before the time when conscience tells 
them to get up. 

Insomnia often comes from overeat- 
ing. A little dieting may do more 
good than a lot of doctors’ prescrip- 
tions. More persons suffer from 
overeating than fram overworking. 

A young child ought to have at 
least two hours’ sleep im the middle 
of the day, on precisely the same 
principle that makes you feed him 
twice as often as growm persons are 
fed. But two hours is plenty ip 
most cases, amd the mother always 
has to guard agaimet a nmap so long 
that aby will mot waat to go to 


sleep again when bedtime’ comes. ~ 


Sometimes the sleeplessness of 
children is owing to excitation of the 
digestive organs In that case it is 
a good plan to allow only vegetable 
foods at the evening meal. 

Long, deep breathing kept up as 
bong as possible by will power is the 
most generally recommended remedy 
for occasional sleeplessness. The 
maim aim in such cases is to keop the 
mind from thinking. This is some 
times accomplished by the strain of 
keeping the eye fixed on some point 
im the ceiling, or keeping the will fixed 
on the effort not to move even the 
smallest muscle. Monotony will put 
any man to aleep in spite of himself.

BRILLIANT INVENTIONS. 

The examination of a host of pat-

Treatment For Sprains. 

The prevalence of sprains and strains 
owing to the Indulgence in athletic 
exercises of all kinds moves an @n- 
thority on the treatment of these pain- 
ful accidents to say: 

A little common sense treatment is 
often all that is needed when the strain 
is at ankle or wrist and without com- 
plications. 1¢ will swell very alarming- 
ly at frst and gradually develop & 
frightful looking brolse, but from the 
first It should bave complete rest and 
a@ treatment of hot and cold douches, 
the hot being used at first, when the 
swelling ts painfnl, and the cold later 
on, as @ sort of tonic to the relaxed 
muecles: The bot must be very bot 
@nd the cold very cold, as the tepid 
water does barm rather than good. 

For the first day of a strain, when 
all the wrenched cartilages and mus- 
cles are aching. great relief is found tn 
a poultice of egg and salt. To make It, 
beat the white of an egg til Nght, but 
not stiff, Stir in gradually a cup and 
a half of salt, or more if needed, to 
make a thick, pastelike Icing. Spread 
this on a cloth and bandage In place. 
Cover all with oll silk or a thick bath 
towel to protect the sheets, since the 
egg leaks out continually. After this 
bas relleved the soreness begin with 
hot water fomentations and wear & 
hight, Grm bandage, except at night.

attention. In consequenes the 
German Emperor, of the “eapbbtiteine 
jattaching to the English language, 
apecial attention shall bo given to 
this branch beroafter in the 
nasia, and it shall 
as an obligatory study in 
upper classes. French being made 
optional” This decree would have 
surprised Charles V. if he had heard 
Mt. Charles said he talked German 
to hia horses, French to ‘his business 
associates and political and diploma- 
tie friends, Italian to his lady ac- 
quaintances, and Spanish to God, Eng- 
land was no part of the domain of 
the great German Emperor and Span- 
ish King of three and two-thirds cen- 
turiea ago. England was an old na- 
tion even im that age, though, but 
ehe had only a few millions of inhabi- 
tants. She had not yet started on 
her career of colonization which, as 
in Webster’ 8 phrase, made her morn- 
ing drum-beat follow ‘the aun and

Calf’s Foot Jelly.—Calf's foot jelly | 
is a good. luncheon or supper dish. 
Take well-cleaned calf’s feet, put 
one quart of water to four calf’s feet 
and boil until reduced to one quart; 
then strain, and when cold take off 
the top. In taking out the jelly 
avoid the settlings. To the quart 
put half a pound of sugar, the juice 
of two lemons, and clarify this with 
the whites of two eggs; boil all to- 
gether a few momenta and strain it 
through a cloth. 


THE HANDS. 


The hardest, roughest hands may be 
made soft and white in a month or 
two with the proper care. Rain water 
is considered best for washing them, 
but a little borax added to hard water 
will counteract its effects and make 
it just as good. If you will make a 
strang solution of berax and water 
and keep it in a bottle on a shelf 
near the washstand, you will find it 
more convenient than using it In pow- 
dered form.

Boma ia the capital of the Congo 
Free State. It is fifty miles from the 
mouth of the river. Fifteen years ago 
Boma was nothing but a rocky hill at 
the base of which stretched a great 
marah the prolific source of tropical 
fevers. A great change has been 
wrought in the appearance and condi. 
tions of Doma. A number of long 
streeta have been built over the bill, 
This height has been dug down and 
levelled so that it is ne longer dif- 
ficult to reach it from the bank of 
the river. The marshes have been’ 
drained, beautiful little parks now 
flourish and the Bomai ofuto-day is a 
smiling, flourishing town. Plere «x- 
tend out into the river and veasels 
from Europe tie up at these tron strus 
tures and discharge their cargoes di- 
rectly into the little cars that are 
pulled by steam engines along the 
main street of Boma. 

The peculiarity of this steam tram- 
way is that it makes no charge to any 
one who desires to ride on it. The en- 
tire populace of Boma nay travel be- 
tween the town and the river with- 
out paying a cent. Passenger trains 
however, run only four times a day.

The man onthe street corner who de 
sires to hail a train must sometimes 
find it a rather long time to walt. 

Though the passenger service is so 
infrequent the trains are runping 
about all the time; for Buma is a very 
busy place and Royal avenues through 
which the tramway runs is lined with 
stores. The cars tarry geods from the 
steamers to the shops of Royal avenue 
or palm oil and other native products 
dewn to the wharves. At times, how- 
ever, when several days have elapsed 
after the arrival of a steamer, there 
may be no freightage business, but 
the tramway ab busy as ever, for 
then big loada of dirt are hauled from 
one part of Royal avenue to another 
in the still uncompleted work of lev- 
elling the town.

The American settlers who went 
into the Canadian North-west last 
year took with them cash and 
effects yalued at six million dollars, 
according to Mr. W. J. White, 
inspector of immigration agencies. 
Mr. White says that between four- 
teen and fifteen thousand settlers 
from the United States crossed the 
Canadian border last year, and in 
all instances they were well-to-do 
people who required no assistance 
to get settled.

The remarkable development cf the 
Canadian nickel deposits, which, though 
found to exist only as late as 1987, 
already furnish over forty percent, of 
the world's supply, is the subject of an 
interesting report tothe «tate depart- 
ment from Mr. Schott, the United States 
commercial agent at Sault Ste/ Marie. 
The ore district is near Sudbury, and 
is about seventy miles long by forty 
miles wide. The deposits are irrecular 
in character and range from amall pock- 
ots to acres in extent rising in places to 
ridges and hills of solid ore. It is 
estimated that there 18 enough nickel 
now Ideated to supply the worid for the 
next hundred years at the present rate 
of consumption. There sare now less 
than a dozen mines equipped with 
plants, with an outpdt of about seven 
hundred tons of ore a day. The deep 
est mine goes Jown about one thousand 
feet, and others from fifty to fsur hund- 
red feet. The ore usually rans about 
three percent. in nickel to the ton, or 
a little loss, and about the same in cop- 
per, with a larve proportion of sulphur 
and iron in almost equal puta. 

Last session the Oatario legislatare 
took steps to impose an export tax on 
nickel ore and matte (amounting to §7! 
in ore and a proportionate ameunt on 
the matte), but sofarthe tax has been 
held in abeyance, The reason for the 
delay, according to the goyernment 
officials, is that they wish first to ascer-! 
tain if nickel cag be successfully re- 
fined on a practical scale in the prov 
ince, but complaints ceme from Su- 
bury to the effect that this delay wll 
materially retard the deye opment of 
the mines in this district. At present 
most of the ove produced ia shipped i+ 
the shape of matte to the Orford Cop 
per comnpany, in New Jersey, for re- 
finement. However, the Clergne ard 
the Cramp plants recontiy established 
will probably give a considerable boom 
to the nickle industry in the province, 
and may induce the geverniuont to 
xive practical effect to new regulation.
